WEST GERMANY'S NEW ROLE IN MIDDLE EAST REVIEWED

(Text) West Germany has finally decided to play an active 
political and economic role in the Middle East, reports 


Annie King-Underwood. 


Over the last year a convoy of impor- 


tant Arab personalities have visited Chancellor Schmidt in 
Bonn, including King Hussein of Jordan. 


FOR THE WEST GERMANS the Middle 
East is new territory. During the 1960s and 
the carly part of the 1970s, they stood aside 
and watched the French. British and 
Americans make political and economic 
deals in the area. B * during the last five 
vears they have suc.eeded in carving for 
themselves an important part of the region's 
economic life and steering clearly through 
the maze of politics which governs the area’ 
Thus a professor of Mic dle Eastern politics 
and cconomics at Hamburg University 
summed up West Germany's relationshin 
with the Arah world 

It remains io be seen how long Germany 
can remain politically uncommitted in its 
dealings with the Middle Fast. During the 
past year or so, behind the cover of the 
EEC, Germany for the first time played an 
active role in the politics of the region. Last 
summer important visitors from the areca. 
including King Khaled of Saudi Arabia, 
King Hussein of Jordan, and Chadli Klibi, 
secretary gencral of the Arab League, went 


to Bonn to consolidate the Germans 
change of heart 

The test for the federal government came 
recently. when Saudi Arabia made 
overtures about purchasing West German 
arms Despite the fact that the Saudi 
Arabian request is still unofficial, the 
debates and arguments generated in the 
press and the Bundestag show just to what 


extent West Germany is still unsure about 
its Middle East policy. 

It has been reported that the Saudis are 
asking for Tornado multi-role combat 
aircraft and 1,800 armoured battleficld 
vehicles, including 300 Leopard 2s. Those 
who are in favour of the deal, estimated to 
be worth $4.6bn, have very strong 
economic arguments. If Germany does 
supply the arms to Saudi Arabia, the 
kingdom is likely to invest a similar amount 
in the federal republic and at the same time 
guorantee oil supplies. upon which 
Germany is heavily dependent. According 
to ministry of economy figures, in 1980 
Germany imported 24.58m tonnes of on, 
28.4 percent of ittotal = te imports from 
Suudi Arabia. In additic, st year West 
Germany borrowed about deutschmarks 
12bn ($5.7bn) from Opec countries, most 
of it from the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency. . 
On the other hand the bloc opposing the 
arms sale. headed by the former leader of 
the Social Democratic Party, Egon Bahr, 
believes that Germany should stick to its 
1964 decision not to deliver arms to ‘areas 
of tension’. The Israeli lobby in the 
Bundestag has insisted on a number of 
conditions that should be attached to the 
arms deal. The first condition is that the 
arms delivered to Saudi Arabia should 
never be used against Israel. Secondly, 
Saudi Arabia should accord de facto if not 




















de jure feengmhen to the existence of 
Israel, and stop opposing the Camp David 
peace treaty Alo, West Germany should

The principle of not delivering arms to 
areas of tension was adopted after it was 
discovered in tpypt in 1964 that under a 


secret agreement signed in 1960 between 
Konrad Adenauer (then the Wes German 
chancellor) and the Israch prime minister of 
the ume David Ben Gurion, Germany had 
provided tanks, aircraft and other military 
equipment to Israel Apart from some arms 
deals which shpned through the loopholes, 
Germany has managed to stay clear of 
major arms deals, particularly in the Middle 
Fast According to unofficial sources, in 
1980 West Germany's arms sales amounted 
to DM900m ($427m) of which only 
DM30m went on weapons exports, mainly 
to Latin American countries. Naval vessels 
accounted for the remainder. 

Recently the arms sales opposition bloc 
and various human rights groups did 
succeed in dissuading the federal 
government from selling two submarines to 
Chile These were part of a consignment of 
six submarines originally ordered by the 
Shah of Iran and subsequently cancelled by 
the revolutionary government. Two were 
sold to India in March. 

Another controversial deal which has so 
far only attracted very reserved comments 
from officials in| Bonn concerns the 


agreement between the Munich-based 
Orbital Transport und 
Rakcten- Aktiengeselischaft (Otrag) and 
Libva’ Under the contract, the satellite 
launching missile is to be assembled in 
Libva by West German technicians and 
scientists The federal government has 
demed the existence of the deal 

However, in Bavaria, the chairman of the 
company, Frank Wukasch. insists that the 
deal is completed and denies that it is a 
military one Bavaria’s mght-wing prime 
minister F, anz Joseph Strauss ts keen on the 
project, as Ht involves 1,700 Bavarian 
private investors. According to military 
sources Otrag has also signed a similar deal 
with the Syrians

Casablanca LA VIE ECONOMIQUE in French 3 Apr 81 p 3} 


(Report: ‘Moroccan-Tunisian Economic Cooperation; Good Results Achieved in 
Textile Industry". 


Text) A very thorough review of Moroccan-Tunisian economic relations was con- 
ducted in Casablanca between 22 and 30 March. The work sessions were attended 
by 176 Tunisian businessmen and their Moroccan opposite numbers. 


Tiis meeting was a follow up of the visit which Mohamed Mzali, the Tunisian prime 
minister, paid to Morocco and Maati Bouabid, the Moroccan prime minister, paid 
to Tunis. These exchanges gave birth to the desire of the two countries to 
cooperate, particularly in a variety of economic areas. It became clear that 
such cooperation was the initial necessary stage leading to the development of 
the great Maghreb. As a result of the plenary meeting, which was attended by 
Azeddine Guessous, minister of commerce, industry, merchant marine and maritime 
fishing, and Taieb Bencheikh, secretary of state to the prime minister in charge 
of planning and regional development, the businessmen set up six special commis- 
sions whose tasks were clearly defined.

(160 kms) west of here, said any solution to the Afghanistan question "must 
include the withdrawal of Soviet Jorces," 


lie said Afghans have the right to choose their own government and that "as far 
as my country is concerned, it is not only active in providing humanitarian 
assistance to the Afghan refugees, but it also insists on the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan," 


He praised the Afghan freedom struggle and said "if the Muslim freedom fighters 
were not defending their freedom, the world would have forgotten Afghanistan, 
soon after the Soviet invasion," in December 1979. 


The west German opposition leader was on the last day cf his week-long visit to 
Pak ia an. 


Before Leaving, an Afghan tribal elder said refugees appreciated humanitarian 
assistance. But he demanded that a provision be made to supply weapons for the 
Afghan "Jihad" or “holy war" against Soviet occupation troops.

ALGERIAN GAS CRISIS DISCUSSED 
Natural Gas Sales 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 11 Mar 81 p 4 


[Text] Algiers (APS). With proven reserves in excess of 3,500 billion cubic meters, 
Algeria has substantial natural gas reserves. Added to the other hydrocarbon resources 
(crude oil, condensate, petroleum gas), such reserves have always been considered 
within Algeria's overall strategy, as an additional opportunity for acceleration of 

the courtry's economic and social developrent. 


Following the study of the energy situation, the party's central committee pointed 
out at its most recent session that the development of the hydrocarbon sector must 
take place within the framework and for the benefit of the overall national economic 
plan. 


Consequently, two essential functions were given to this sector: 


1. The guarantee on a very long-range basis the extraction of an adequate volume to 
meet the growing need for hydrocarbons of the national economy. 


2. To contribute to the financing of accumulations through planned revenue in 
foreign currency. 


Whereas more than 10 years ago, considering the relative "abundance" of petroleum on 
the international market and its very low prices at the time, natural gas was not 
considered an energy product suitable for long-distance international transactions, 
today matters are quite different. 


Today all the experts agree that all energy resources must be mobilized, including the 
very expensive ones, if mankind is to be spared eventual severe shortages in this 


area. 


In this context natural gas, which is not only the most accessible and least expensive 
source of energy after petroleum but also a raw material for the petrochemical industry, 
has risen in importance. Naturally, this cannot fail to affect its price. 


Bearing in mind this development, Algeria gambled heavily on natural gas. In the 
past decade natural gas investments exceeded 40 billion dinars with all that this 
entailed, such as human and material resources, even though needed by other sectors, 
which are thus mobilized today to serve the international marketplace. 
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The purpose was to provide a substantial income which would compensate for the 

loss of a scarce and nonrecoverable resource to the detriment of the needs of 
future generations, Let us make no mistake: Algeria is quite reluctant to export 
ite raw materials, particularly hydrocarbons, The need to export virtually nothing 
but raw materiale, which will be developed in other parte of the world, is the 
legacy of the long colonial and imperialist exploitation. 


The export of unrefined hydrocarbons, even though it has already been established 
that they will be needed by Algeria in 30 to 40 years, is accepted only in the hope 
of earning the necessary revenue for accelerating the modernization of the national 
economy. Actually, all the necessary efforts are being focused on pucting an end, 
as rapidly as possible, to this dependence on a single exportable item. 


Some foreign circles believe that, even at the extent of its investments in the 
development of natural gas, Algeria must export it, whatever the price, even if 
it were to be lower than that charged by other natural gas exporters elsewhere in 
the world, 


Unquestionably, this indicates a total ignorance of the determination of the 
Algerian people and its leaders when ‘t comes to safeguarding the legitimate rights 
of the country. These same strategists" tend very quickly to forget the lessons 

of history. They forget the fact that the war of liberation was prolonged because 
the colonial power was trying to split the country in two in order to separate the 
Sahara from the country and retain its petroleum resources. They forget the fact 
that the mines were nationalized in 1966 and hydrocarbons in 1971. They quite 

simply forget the fact that the Aigerian people are always ready to pay the necessary 
price for the sake of regaining their rights. 


Work and Options are the Guarantees of Our Development 


Let it be understood clearly that Algeria is ready to export its natural gas, thus 
making a substantial contribution to world energy supplies, but not at any price. 


in order for this exchange to be equitable, Algeria should be able to obtain in 
counterpart tne funds which it needs for insuring its economic and social development. 


Whereas in the case of crude oil terms have clearly improved compared with 1971, the 
development of netural gas prices, at least in the case of Algerian exports, has not 
been the same. Thus, in 1981 some clients are still paying or would like to pay 
SONATRACH slightly over $3 for the gas, whereas anywhere else it is sold at over $4 
per million BTU, or even in excess of $5. 


Confronted with this anachronism, some people base their arguments on the "law of the 
marketplace" (their own, naturally), as though “the customer is king" and has the 
choice among several sources of energy, all of them freely available at a low cost, 
thus forgetting (or rather ignoring) the fact that natural gas is the principal al- 


terna ive to crude oil! 


Faced with the alternative we described, Algeria has no choice: it would vastly 
prefer to keep its natural gas underground, with the certainty that it can only rise 
in price and that it could sell it for a great deal more money in a few years. 
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Bearing in mind this eventual development might, perhaps, teach us to do withour eh 
source of revenue, accepting the challenge of organizing ourselves eo that, in | 


medium term, Algeria may be able to export industrial and agricultural goods anu 
services, 


The development of a modern and independent economy does not necessarily presume the 
existence of “unearned income," for the real factors which guarantee development are 
the work of the nation and its options. 


Such is the thesis containec in the National Charter and in all basic laws governing 
Algerian activities, forcefully recalled by the president of the republic in his 
24 February Batna speech. 


Gas Price and North-South Dialogue 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 11 Mar 81 p 4

[Text] The accepted approach is that of looking for a solution in which the problem 
of the price of natural gas may not be separated from the overall north-south 
dialogue. In this respect, two theses may be singled out: 


The objective of the first is the welfare of the entire international community. It 
is based on the search for a balance which will reduce tension among nations and will 
be founded on respect for the interests of the nations; 


The second, conversely, is focused on increasing the imbalance. It bases the develop- 
ment of some on the misery and exponential impoverishment of others. A strengthened 
domination by some groups and the safeguard of oligarchic interests can be only 
temporary, as confirmed by the history of civilizations based on violence. 


The formulation of a price for the natural gas and the type of financing of operations 
related to its export raise two essential questions, whose answers are found within 
one of the two concepts of internativnal economic relations we mentioned. 


Let us note among the various functions related to price the allocation of resources, 
the balancing of supply with demand and revenue distribution. 


Allocation of Resources 


The price of natural gas must be set in consideration of the fact that it is a non- 
renewable resource. 


Its price should enable us to balance the present with the future and to avoid any 
waste of this source of energy wiich must be used for worthy purposes. 


Suffice it to think that the equivalent of 2.5 million barre is of petroleum, burned 
daily by the 18 exporting countries, could provide a substantial percentage of the 


energy needed by the poor countries. 
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Iherefore, the price of natural gas does not make it possible to meet the needs for 
energy of the international community. Quite che opposite, it favors the waste of 
this scarce and nonrecoverable resource because of its known remunerative price paid 
to potential exporters, thus encouraging the development of short-sighted views. 


Balancing Supply with Demand 


Currently the world is experiencing an acute energy crisis. The prices charged do 
not compensate for the deficit. 


Revenue Distribution 


Inflationary trends in the global economy have a critical impact on the purchasing 
power of developing countries. 


The exporters of liquefied gas must, furthermore, allocate substantial funds for the 
purchasing of particularly expensive equipment such as Liquefaction plants. 


The price of such complexes has been raised by a factor of five or six over the past 
decade. This increase has entailed the intensification of the recovery mechanism 
through the price of natural gas paid to exporters by the industrialized economies. 


The conditions governing natural gas exports and the substantial investments needed 
for the instellation of gas extraction facilities make financial problems particularly 
important and necessitate financing methods adapted to the specifics of the inter- 
national market in Liquefied petroleum gas. 


As we lack financial resources, the international financing instutions use with us 
part icular m@ -hanisms based on a guaranteed cash flow minimum with which to repay loans. 
The two principal methods used are the following: 


1. Take or Pay, or “tolling contract;" 
2. “Throughput arrangement." 


In the first -ase, the purchaser must mandatorily pay the specific amount every year, 
even if the product is not shipped to him or regardless of the reason for the non~ 


delivery. 


A similar clause could have been included in the contracts for the financing of gas 
liquefaction plants. The collusion between Western bankers and international companies, 
or common interests, and the poor formulation of the contracts by the liquefied 

gas exporters or else the latters' ignorance of the techniques used on the inter- 
national financial market have not always made it possible to offer minimum guarantees 
to gas exporting countries which have thus consented to make enormous sacrifices tu 
guarantee supplies to the Western countries. 


Financing contracts of the "throughput ecrangement" type are equally aimed at pro~ — 
viding guarantees to the lender and protecting him from unfavorable market fluctuations. 
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In this case, it is a question of setting a minimum price based on production coat 
and 4 specific profit margin which makes it possible to release the necessary carl 
flow for the repayment of the funds borrowed for the development of such operatio) 


Various combinations of such financing may aleo be used in order to insure the mx 
mum success of the operation. 


Such techniques, widely known in international finance, have been nevertheless 
ignored by dealers in the international gas market. 


The use of such stipulations, accepted by international enterprises, would have 
improved the current negotiating positions of liquefied gas exporters. 


The latter have also accepted enormous sacrifices in order to insure the supply 
of energy to the industrialized world with no reciprocity whatever. 


The financing of such particularly costly installations could have been provided by 
international banks which could grant commercial (purchaser) loans based on guaran- 
tees provided by liquefied gas importers (of the take or pay type) or the governments 
of the industrialized countries. 


The use of clauses known as “pari-passu" (proportional allocation of possible losses) 
or "cross of default" (a stipulation generally reserved to international institutions, 
which enables lenders to demand immediate total loan reimbursement in the case of 
defaulting) could strengthen the guarantees related to the extraction process whose 
final purpose is to meet the energy needs of importers, without the plants being 

able to influence the economy of che exporting country. 


The frequently stated view that the installations generate a cash flow and an actual 
prepayment capacity is based on the hypothesis that we are dealing with an industrial 
product. However, we are dealing with a source of nonrecoverable and exhaustible 
energy which has a value at the wellhead due to its nonrecoverable nature. 





The purpose of such loans is not to promote exports but to provide the necessary 
means for exporting the commodity. 


Because cf the complexity of the operations involved in liquefied gas exports, it has 
become necessary to use the “take or pay" financing system which requires the par- 
ticipation of plant builders, bankers, import companies and governments of importing 
countries. 


Such financing can give a minimum guarantee to the exporting country which assumes 
a major risk by undertaking projects which may last more than 30 years (construction 
of plants and duration of contracts) with a view to supplying the industrial world 


with energy. 


The financing conditions imposed on exporting countries and the gas pricing system 
should be such as to show the willingness of both parties to promote the first 
concept of international economic relations aimed at protecting the interests of 
the entire international community, rather than the use of a static analysis which 


is contrary to the aspirations of nations.

There are plote of land belonging to individuale or the agricultural resource 
sector within the erea of many self-managed farms. 


The second factor which the reetructuring operation is aimed at eliminating is em- 
bodied in the technical difficulties related to « lack of technical training and 
probleme of supply, financial management end marketing. 


Finally, the restructuring operation ie aimed at alleviating the burden on pro- 
ducere by solving their sociel problems--for example, by providing housing, reieing 
social benefice and in general making the peasants on the farms enjoy the same 
sociel benefite as workers in other sectors of productive activities. 


Problems with e general character facing the self-management sector in the Province 
of Bl Aenam have been combined under an experiment carried owt by specialiete in 
one of the farms chosen in the sunicipality of Khamis Miliane. Thies setudy states 
that the self-management sector of the province is considered an important center 
for the production of agriculture] and livestock products, aot just to satisfy 
local requirements but aleo to help supply other areas of the country with these 
products. Foremost emong the farm products are winter grains or what are called 
major crops in peasant circles; the Province of El Asnam ise considered the biggest 
grein producing area. Some self-management farms located in the irrigated plains 
are able to produce more than they do currently, if the objective conditions are 
made available; chese farms’ current output ie estimated at 12 kantare per hectere, 
which ie less than the national everage of 15 kanters per bectare. There are some 
units now producing 22 kantare of wheat and durum wheat per hectare and 25 kantere 
of soft wheat. There ere other farme which offer the seme climatic and technical 
conditions in which improvements have been made that 
desired of the production plan.

The practical end technicel conditions obstructing agricultural unite’ attainment 
of this goal in the first place is the matter of restructuring the self-managed 
farms. There are other products which occupy an important renk in the context of 
the nation which require a more decisive organization and practical platform, in- 
cluding the nourishment of animals, vegetable and fruit of a1) kinds. 


The action platforms to which agricultural production is subjected in the future 
will of necessity lead to the elimination of many deficiencies, such as concern 
for the land, restoration of ite output, maintenance of trees and all crope and 
increased capecity of dams to store water used in irrigation, especially in the 
Summer season. 


Ae regards livestock output, che eclf-management farms in El Asnam Province are 


considered productive centers, but the current situation does not allow require- 
mente to be met and projected targets to be reached. Some milk cows do not yield 
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more than 6 to 10 litere of milk per day, and there are calves whose weight doses 
not reach the desired level upon sale because of malnutrition end the absence of 
fattening technology on may occasions, The tesue in general ie related to tm 
proving the vocational and technical level and quality of animal nutrition pro- 
ducts for which the province te famous. 


However, in their current circumstances, the productive unite cannot offer agricul- 
tural livestock production development more than they are offering now. There are 
organisations for receiving livestock which are unsuitable because of their ob- 
soleteness and lack of maintenance, in addition to a shortage in specialized man- 
power and a deficiency in appropriate training and proper followup. In the face 
of these factors, livestock preduction cannot reach the desired level of develop- 
ment or even an average production rate. To low plant and livestock output one 
should add the deficiencies which have emerged as « result of the lack of agricul- 
tural equipment maintenance; Leck of technical knewledge on the one hand and the 
abeence of spare parte, which are as diverse as the 


Thie leade one to assert that conditions in equipment sheds do not depend on the 
farmers’ will--chere ie a shortage in epare parte themselwes, as a result of which 
a large percentage of the required equipment ie out of order. Thies situation some- 
times prompte producers to use equipment at « load higher than ite tolerance and 
greater than ite technical specifications. 


Some farms have equipment repair shops, as is the case in the al-Shuhade' fare in 
Khamis Miliane as well eas other essential sites for mainteining equipment, but this 
does not apply to all agricultural unites. 


The National Agricultural Equipment Bureau, whose headquarters are in the town of 
El Khamis, repaire equipment throughout the prvince, but the fact that thie shop 
is in the far east of the province is disadvantageous to unite lying in the fer 
weet of it and reises problems of transporting thie equipment to the shop over «a 
distance estimated at more than 200 kilometers--as is the case with the £1 Maktoub 
farm in Boulhasean or the extensive farm in Bl Merea. 


In general, the basic structures of the self-management agricultural unite in the 
province remain as they were before independence and their condition is no ‘onger 
in keeping with improvements in production and the development which hae occurred 
in the self-management sector. One of the problems which have cropped up in the 
realm of the real estate properties in the self-management farms is the fact that 
the housing located within the farms is occupied by people who have no connection 
with farming, while che siuation requires that the producers travel « number of 
kilometers from their homes to pleces of work. This has prompted some productive 
unite to use tractors basically oriented toward production to transport workers. 
However, the fesue of evicting the houses which have been illegally occupied has 
found « solution, since the minister of agriculture, in his last visit to the 
province, declared that the fare will be inhabited only by the people working in 
it starting this year. Wonetheless, the housing problem etill exists as regards 
the self-managment workers. In the same area, the minister of agriculture also 
announced the government's intention permanently to solwe this problem by helping 
peasants build their own dwellings near the worksite, and it is possible that 
every peasant will be given « pict of land which will enable him not only to 
build his dwelling but alec to continue to perform secondary activities useful to 
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him euch as raleing poultry aad planting fruit and vegetables. The peasant who te 
now drawn by the benefite provided by the industrial sector te prepared co offer 
what he can to serve the land to which he ie completely bound. Many peasants wo 
abandoned farming took it up agein after communal villages were built near their 
farwe. 


The various etudies which have been and still are being carried out show that the 
restructuring operation process in this province enjoys an important group of 
elemente of success and that conducting the operation in accordance with the polit- 
ical will to revive the role of the agricultural sector in national economic life 
will have the effect of making the self-management sector in El Asnam Province an 
important base for the takeoff of the proposed agricultural development to guaran- 
tee self-eufficiency in food, The fact that Bl Asnam Province ie endowed with 
many naturel, climatic and hydrological resources makes it an open field for pion- 
eering apricultural experiment. There are the fertile Shalef plains and there are 
iuaportant water sources, expecially if the echeduled dems are constructed and the 
two existing dame which silt has begun to overcome are repaired. The process of 
repairing che irrigation channels which were destroyed in the 10 October earthquake 
have made it possible to underline the extent to which the Wadi El Fadda dam has 
suffered from the incursion and accumilation of soil, which limite ite storage 
capacity. The date of contruction of this dam goes back more than 40 years, and 
must be cleaned out if one wishes to increase its storage capacity. 


The climate with which El Asnam Province is endowed allows for the production of 
a significant group of diverse agricultural products. All these distinguishing 
features make the Shalaf lands a pioneering farming center. 


The studies specialists and peasante have carried out in the field of the restruc- 
turing operation have proved this indomitable desire to revive the vital role of 
agriculture in this region. 


The efforte made in the fieid of investigating shortcomings have revealed the 
possibility of envisaging a number of possible solutions, among them, unrealized, 
the restructuring operation, which requires a number of wage workers and is also 
aimed at strengthening the purification process which started «ut in this province 


6 years ago. 


The efforte are aimed at resisting the chaotic use and @logical exploitation of 
agricultural wnitse. Thanks to the purification process, a number of units have 
succeeded in realizing considerable results. However, the deficiencies which 
technicians have identified through preparatory restructuring studies underline 
the need to support this operation and follow it with other measures, primarily 
the creation of productive units which are easy to manage and whose @velopmental 
progress can be controlled on the technical and financial levels. 


In thie realm, the minister of agriculture and agricultural resources inaugurated 
an observation period for the agricultural engineers assigned to train the agri- 
cultural unite in « recent visit. 


The minister declared that technical training was aimed at placing « management 
engineer, an agricultural technician end an accounteat at the disposal of each 
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agricultural unit and that it was aleo necessary that che technical training pro- 
cess result in guaranteeing the financial independence of the agricultural unit, 


Improvements must aleo take into account the statue of agricultural manpower, 

which for ¢ @ most part ie characterized by old age. Measures will be taken to 
transfer old peasants to retirement while guaranteeing all their righte and encourag- 
ing young people to go into agriculture,

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PROSECUTLON CASE AGAINST TERRORISTS

{Text] Cairo, 11 May (MENA)=--The Supreme State Security Prosecution, under the 

chairmanship of Counselor Raja’ al-'Arabi, is about to conclude its investigation 
into the cases of two sabotage groups, which have been seized in the past few weeks, 
The groups comprise 28 persons who are now under interrogation. 


The rejectionist elements abroad dispatched these sabotage groups to Egypt to corry 
out a number of bomb-throwing incidents as part of the terrorist plans being con- 
cocted against Egypt from abroad to undermine its national march. 


The State Security Intelligence Department arrested Faruq ‘Ali Nasif, whose nom de 
guerre is Abu Salim, together with a group which included Khalil ‘Abd al-Qadir, 
whose nom de guerre is Abu Khalid; Yusuf al-Abyad; and Abu Muslim al-Sayyid, whose 
nom de guerre is Ahmad al-Ghamri. The leader of the group confessed that this 
group was established and trained abroad to carry out sabotage operations inside 
Egypt. Someone called ‘Abbas Hilmi Hasan, whose nom de guerre is ‘Adil and who is 
a first lieutenant in the democratic front for the liberation of Palestine in 
Lebanon, trained this group in the use of weapons and the preparation of explosives 
in the front's camps in Beirut. He has a baccalaureate in commerce from Baghdad 
University and is married to an Iraqi woman. 


Last December, the rejectionist front dispatched Khalil ‘Abd al-Qadir to Egypt to 
gather information on some places and utilities that could become a target for 
sabotage operations. He returned to Beirut in February. He came again to Cairo 

on 1l March to prepare for the sabotage operations. Meanwhile, he was sending 
cables from Cairo to the organization's command in Beirut, and was receiving cables 
from this command. The intelligence departments has been monitoring all these 
cables. 


During this period, Khalil ‘Abd al-Qadir recruited two people to help him in imple- 
tL onting the sabotage operations. These two were also arrested. 


foward the end of March, the Iraqi wife of terrorist ‘Abbas Husayn [name as 
received] arrived in Egypt. She was caught with a quantity of explosives hidden 
in her suitcase. The explosives were hidden inside soap bars. The fuses were 
hidden inside a cigarette box closed by cel ophane. 
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A few daye after her arrival her husband landed in Cairo to start the sabotage 
operations. Three explosive charges were prepared tor detonation in various places, 
The State Security Intelligence Department, inder the supervision of Deputy Prime 
Minister and Interior Minister Muhammad Nabawi Iema'il, arreated all the defendants, 
and seized the explosives. 


The atate security prosecution under the supervision of Counselor Raja' al-'Arabi, 

is also interrogating a Palestinian from the Gaza Strip called Nahid al-Sarraj, 

who was recruited by some terrorist crganizations in Lebanon that are working under 
the orders of Syrian, Libyan and Palestinian organizations and some elements bear- 

ing grudges who are residing outside Egypt. 


This defendant arrived in Cairo from Damascus aboard a Tunisian plane on 30 April 
carrying a big radio set. At the airport, the radio was seized and found to con- 
tain nine kilograms of gelignite. The explosive charge was defused by the state 
security intelligence officials. Tne terrorist confessed that he was recruited in 
Syria during his university education there and that he was ordered to travel to 
Egypt to use the bombs on the eve of Labor Day. During his confessions he told 
ow he was recruited and reported on his colleagues in the terrorist organization. 


The state security department is still continuing the investigation of the members 


of the two groups. Investigation is also continuing to uncover the dimensions of 
these designs. So tar 28 persons have been arrested and are now being interrogated.

LABOR CANDIDATES FOR FINANCE, DEPUTY FINANCE MINISTER DISCUSSED 
Hayim Ben-Shahar 
Tel Aviv YEDI'OT AHARONOT in Hebrew 16 Mar 81 p 4 


[Article by YEDI'OT AHARONOT Correspondent: “The Economics Professor Is About 
to Pass From Theory to Practice") 


[Text] Professor Hayim Ben-Shahar is currently the president of Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity. It is an exalted and status-laden assignment by all opinions. But the 
name of Hayim Ben-Shahar is recognized and known by the Israeli public not be- 
cause of his academic accomplishments. Even if the 46-year-old smiling professor 
does not attain the office of minister in the next government, he has already 
left his personal imprint on the economy of the State of Israel, from the time he 
headed the Ben-Shahar Commission which had been appointed by the government in 
1974 to propose reform in the tax system. The recommendations of that commission 
were set up and implemented. Any employer who takes on a wage-earner in Israel, 
any demand for payment of income-tax which a self-employed person receives--are 
the outcome of the determinations of the Ben-Shahar Commission. 


Hayim Ben-Shahar is considered one of the most brilliant economic minds in Israel. 
He was born in Tel Aviv in 1935 and as soon as he had completed service in the IDF 
began to study economics at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. He received a 
masters in economics in Jerusalem and after that traveled to the U.S. After a 

few years, upon his return, he was already the recipient of a master of business 
administration and a doctorate (which he acquired at the age of 26) from New York 
University. 


The subject of Hayim Ben-Shahar's doctoral thesis was "The Monetary and Banking 
System Prevailing In Israel." It is no surprise, therefore, that when he returned 
to this country he tried to become a part of the system which directs Israeli 
economic policy--the Finance Ministry. However, after a short period, the young 
and reflective doctor decided that his place was really in the academic "ivory 
tower." He returned to the Hebrew University as a lecturer in the department of 
business administration. 


In the year 1965, Ben-Shahar joined the teaching faculty at the University of Tel 
Aviv, which at that time was just starting up. Only 2 years after that he suc- 
ceeded in receiving the rank of associate professor--while he was a mere 32.

in 1971, Professor Ben-Shahar, in collaboration with the noted Jewish=American 
economist Abba Lerner, published the book "Effective and Applied Economics in 
tarael." The book includes in-depth analysis of the economic policies of the 
various governments, and did not epare the critical rod from processes and cus- 
rome which appeared inappropriate in the opinion of the pair of researchers. 


In connection with his scientific work and his activism for the benefit of the 
university, Professor Ben-Shahar also took on economic consultations, He was 
among the founders of the leraeli Inetitute for Urban Research, Information and 
Advisement, which prepared new master plans for large cities in Europe. 


wer the years, Professor Ben-Shahar attacked the tax system in Israel. "A 
spirit of falsehood hovers over Israeli society,” he once said at a press confer- 
erce, and did not hide his view that the tax system causes the average Israeli 
citizen to be a tax-law violator. When the last Alignment government decided in 
1974 to conduct a comprehensive examination of the ‘ax system with a view to 
implement an overall reform--Hayim Ben-Shahar was chosen as head of the Reform 
Commission, whose official name was quickly forgotten, as everyone recognized it 
by the name Ben-Shahar Commission. 


fhis is not the place to survey the history of tax reform which was implemented in 
srael following the recommendations of the Ben-Shahar Commission. Its chief and 
proclaimed goal was, of course, to bring about the collection of an honest tax in 
Israel. There are some who argue that even though this goal was not achieved--the 
reform has advanced us considerably in that direction. Others argue, that the 
only thing that happened is that Israeli tax cheats went on to the use of other 
methods after the reform was instituted...Professor Ben-Shahar himself has not 
attempted to cover over the issue. A number of times he has hinted that the re- 
form has not achieved all that had been hoped for--among other things, in his 
view, because of its partial, half-hearted and defective application. 


HABASH (the acronym by which his friends label him) is not among those who take 
pride in elegance of language. When irritated by something, he expresses himself 
in the most caustic manner. Thus, for example, he labeled the proposal of the 
LIKUD government to impose a special tax on those with high incomes: "A frightful 
monster, which no cosmetic treatment will transform to a normal child" and “the 
casket of the reform.” During the last year, he has devoted considerable time and 
effort in sounding the alarm against the real cuts in the budgets of the univer- 
sities and the research institutes which endanger, in his opinion, the future of 
Israel, 


It Hayim Ben-Shahar becomes a member of the senior economic team organized by the 
Alignment government headed by Shimon Peres, this will be an opportunity for the 
brilliant professor, the student of tax reform, to himself take over the helm and 
not merely to satisfy himself as a dispenser of advice.

Text] Even in a period during which the candidacy of Ya'akov Levinson for the 
assignment as Finance Minister in the Alignment government is considered a “sure 
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thing," the name Naftali Blumenthal has been brought up again the context of Che 
discussion involving the makeup of the economic which the Labor Party wiil intro: 
duce to the Israeli voter. There were those who saw in him an alternative canci- 
date for the senior economic assignment in the government of Shimon Peres--if 

such is to be established, and if Levinson does not fill in it the assignment 

which is slated for him; others have thought, that Naftali Blumenthal will accept 
an economic position and will continue, while sitting at the government table, in 
his long-years-standing cooperation with Levinson, that began in the Bank Hapo'alim 
and continued with Koor and the Histadrut Workers Organization. 


Now, after the candidacy of Levinson has been dropped (finally?) from the agenda, 
the prospects of Naftali Blumenthal appear good for appointment to the Finance 
position and one of the problems which will face Labor in the coming election cam- 
paign will be to "sell" Blumenthal to th public. For, since the general manager 
of Koor perhaps does not hide from publicity in a manner as extreme as Levinson, 
yet even he is not among people who exert themselves at all times to get their 
names into the headlines. 


The official biography of Naftali Blumenthal says that he was born in Poland in 
1922 and when he was young his family moved to Germany, where he was educated 
until the family decided to immigrate to Israel in 1934, one year after the rise 
of the Nazis to power. 


The gifted youngster was drawn to a finance career. He studied accounting, and 

in 1942 began work in the office of the venerable accounting firm of Haft and Haft. 
When he left there in 1951, he was already the manager of the Haifa and Northern 
Branch of the firm. 


From the private accounting firm Naftali Blumenthal moved over to the public 
sector. In 1952 he was appointed to the Center of the Department of Examination 
and Direction of Manufacturing Enterprises in Solel Bonei. Six years later, when 
Solel Bonei was divided into 3 segments, Blumenthal, at 36, found himself in the 
manufacturing segment, Koor, in a senior position of comptroller. In 1965 he was 
chosen as a member of the management of the Koor concern, which already then was 
the largest manufacturing group in Israel. 


During the years following, Blumenthal continued to advance in the hierarchy of 
Koor, while devoting a good deal of his time to studying and advancing. He 
attained the position of assistant general manager of Koor, and within this frame- 
work functioned as a general manager of Koor Sahar, the commercial arm of the 
concern. From there the move was only natural to the banking arm of Histadrut 
Workers’ Society--the Po‘alim Bank, where he was named to the position of assistant 
to the chairman, where he worked as a partner of Ya'akov Levinson. 


At the beginning of 1977, when the general manager of Koor at the time, Gen (Res) 
Meir Amit, decided to resign from his post in order to involve himself in politics 
(within the framework of the DASH party) Naftali Blumenthal returned to his 
“source.” On 15 March 1977, he was appointed general manager of the concern, 
position he still holds. 
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During the past 4 years, Blumenthal has engaged mainly in plotting the direction 
{ Koor, Among other things, he is credited with successful implementation of 
the reorganization plan at the Steel City in Acre. Supporters of the general 
nanager of Koor argue that here Blumenthal was given the opportunity to demon- 
strate his significant talents; Conducting negotiations, no matter how compli- 
cated and involved, in a calm and purposeful form, and focusing upon essential 
points of the problem, and an ability to work within a team, 

Blumenthal, as indicated, has until now expressed his views very often, although 
those ciose to him know that his viewpoint is orderly and formed. His few public 
appearances indicate a harsh criticism for the economic policies of the LIKUD 
zovernment, Among other things, Blumenthal argues--and in this he is apparently 
identifying himself with the views of Levinson--that the government must go back 
and place industry at the top of the ladder of its economic priorities. Israeli 
industry must be returned to the enormous rate of growth which it has enjoyed in 
previous years--and this is not possible without a policy of controlled encourage- 
ment. He also is a vehement supporter of the allocation of large budgets for 
research and development without which, in nis opinion, there is no prospect for 
growth at the required rate, 


will Naftali Blumenthal serve as finance minister in the government of Shimon Peres? 
Will he be a member of the next government at all? It is very difficult to answer 
these questions today. But there is no doubt that the rich experience of 
Blumenthal, in industry and in banking, has qualified him to serve in these most 
senior assignments,

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SAKHNIN MUSLIM GROUP PREACHES MODERATION 
Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 12 Mar 81 p 20 


[Article by Reuven HaRe'uveni: "The Man Who Relocated From Gaza To Sakhnin Has 
Given Up the Bank Management and Is Preaching A Return to Islam") 


[Text] In the prayer room of the house of Haj Sa'id Ahmad, in the village of 
Sakhnin each evening, about 20 youths (in their twenties and thirties) assemble 
for group prayer and to hear a sermon by Shaykh Sa'id. On Fridays and Sundays, 
up to 100 people crown into the room, listen intently to the principles of the 
Koran from the mouth of the sermonizer, a former resident of Gaza who relocated 
to Sakhnin--when it became clear to him that here he would find an audience for 
his sermons. 


About a year ago a group of Sufi faithful was formed in Sakhnin. This sect is 
religious Muslim, an offshoot of the Shazli Sect (whose centers are in Fgypt and 
in Gaza) which aspires to return to the original Sunni Islam principles. About 

30 members lead the group which has already concentrated about it 300 young people. 


Livelihood Through Manual Labor 


Haj Ahmad Sa‘id, who is the center of the movement in the village, was in the past 
the manager of the Discount Bank branch in Sakhnin. He undertook modern customs 
at the time, dressed as a European, and was drawn to the pleasures offered by 
modern society. During recent years, a change in his viewpoints came about and he 
began to "return to religion,” was drawn to the primary elements of the principles 
of Islam. Haj Hamad Sa'id Ahmad resigned his position at the bank and engages 

in the production of floor tiles in his house. Thus he adheres to the principle 
of Livelihood through manual labor. Last year he traveled to Mecca and performed 
the Haj injunction, 


The Sufi Group in Sakhnin is different from the other Muslim groups which have 
recently sprung up and spread in Israel. Most of these groups are connected with 
central bodies of Islam--such as the Penitents in Acre and the Muslim Brotherhood 
in Shefar‘am. 


In the large village of ‘Um al-Fahm in the Triangle, a Sufi Group is functioning 
but this one is influenced by extremist nationalistic elements. The group in 
Sakhnin advocates not on'y moderation and patience in relation to the fulfillment 








of all the commandments of telam (there is no urgency even in matters such as 
women's dress or the consumption of hard Liquor), but also advocates moderation 
in all relating to the dealings with the government and modern society which 
encompasses Lt, 


Among the "fresh" joiners of the group, there are former members of the RAKAH 
branch in the village who have become disenchanted by the road and the direction 
of this party lor nationalistic extremism and its tendency toward the Soviet 
Union, The celigious activism of the group has contributed much to the drop in 
the power and influence of RAKAH in Sakhnin, An important test of its influence 
took place at the end of last October, when elections were conducted in the 
village for the students’ committee in the secondary school, For the first 

time there were chosen for this committee 13 representatives who are not identi- 
fied with RAKAH and with other extremist groups. The former committee had 16 
KAKAH representatives on the student committee, 


Uider the influence of the Sufi Movement and the advocacy of a return to Islam, 
the status of the RAKAH leader in the village, Jamal Tarbey (chief of the local 
couneil) has dropped. This influence added to his frustrations vis-a-vis the lack 
of success (of the council under his leadership) to implement activities for 
development of the village and his being thrust into confrontation with powerful 
families in the village. Thus, his turning, recently, to central activism in 
RAKAH and particularly in the initiative and the organization of preparations for 
the convention of Israeli Arabs, scheduled for Nazareth and forbidden by the 
authorities, 


No Political Involvement 


At this stage the Sufi Group in Sakhnin does not exhibit a tendency for political 
involvement and for activism in the party. It is not to be removed from the realm 
of possibility, particularly in light of the approaching election campaign, that 

a change will take place in the approach to political action, and an increase in 
the activities of the group will contribute even more to the lowering of the 
prestige and a diminution of the status of RAKAH in the village and in all of the 
alilee village area.

DRUZE YOUTH REFUSE MILITARY SERVICE 
Tel Aviv ‘AL HAMISHMAR 6 Mar 81 Weckend Supplement, pp 4-5 
[Article by Gaby Zohar: "The Draft Dodgers") 


[Text] The Druze community is considered to be highly loyal to the State of Israel, 
but, in recent years, many of the youth have been trying to get out of the Israeli 
Army by various means, In Shefar'am, where the percentage of those refusing to be 
drafted is the highest among all the Druze villages, 63 percent of draft age youth 
are in prison for desertion and absenteeism. The number which have been discharged 
as "mentally unfit" is greater than the number drafted into Tzahal (IDF). The 
"Committee for Druze Initiative," which was established to deal with this problem, 
is presenting a list of demands for the improvement of the situation of Druze 
draftees. 


Salman Shufnaya, a 20 year old Druze from the large village of Shefar'am near Ata, 
was asked by the police station in his village for clarification with regard to a 
matter of going to court, Salman, who was surprised, since he did not remember being 
involved in any crime which would have demanded his appearance at court, arrived at 
the local police station in Shefar'am to find out what this was all about. Salman 
Shufnaya was put in jail at the police station because of his refusal to be drafted 
into the Israeli Army, The "trick" succeeded, This happened over 2 years ago. 

After he was jailed, Salman was brought to the military prison at the military police 
base in Haifa, and from there was taken to a reception and classification center at 
Te l-Hashomer, 


Salman, who suffers from problems and pains with his back, had difficulty functioning 
in the first training sessions in (bequyim). His commanding officers did not believe 
him, and, according to him, abused him physically, arguing that he wasn't trying. 

The physical abuse necessitated his hospitalization at a military hospital for . 

week and medical orders for complete rest for 6 additional days. Salman Shufnaya's 
superior officers chose to ignore the order and ordered him back to training. 

Salman ran away from the base, was caught a second time and imprisoned for 28 days 

in Jail no, 6. After being released on December 24, 1980, he returned to his base, 
anc 3 days later was sentenced to 14 days imprisonment for absenteeism. Salman 

es aped from his prison and, until today, is considered to be an army deserter. 


From a question by MK Tufik Tovi (HADASH) in the Knesset: On December 26, 1979, at 
night, the police broke into the home of Saliman Nasib Abu Ra'‘ad, a 32 year old 
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resident of Shafar'am, father of two children, and put him in jail for refusing and 
avolding serving in the reserves, The police turned down Saliman's request for 
assurance that his children be looked after, and they used tear gas, according to 
him, at the time of his arrest. On the way to the military prison in Haifa and also 
in the prison itself, Saliman was beaten with an iron bar, was injured seriously 
above his right eye, was brought to the shower and beaten again, Apart from a 
medical certificate, Saliman keeps as a silent witness his blood-spattered shirt, 
the result of the blows, After being sentenced to 10 days in prison, he was treated 
at the no, 6 jatl and was sent home, Although he received no summons to go to 
reserves, che police returned to the home of the Abu Ra'ad family in January of last 
year and arrested the head of the family, Ahaykh Husayn Abu Ra'ad and two of his 
sons for 3 days because of the refusal of his son to appear for reserve duty, 


These are only two of dozens of testimonies about the avoidance on the part of Druze 
youth of normal service and reserve service in the Israeli Army against a background 
of their refusal to serve in the Army, The number of Druze youth eligible for 
conscription who have avoided it by various means runs into many dozens, The number 
of young people who have duserted from the regular service runs to several dozen, 
Capture operations for draft evaders and deserters are conducted by the military 

and civil police, and, at times, incidents of violence and brutality take place along 
with arrests. But neither these incidents nor the brutality in jails and military 
prisons towards Druze draft evaders and deserters has stopped the increase in their 
numbers. And the "stream" of evaders has even brought about the establishment of a 
movement of draft evaders and a standing committee at the head of the movement--the 
Committee for Druze Initiative. 


Reasons from the North? 


The Secretary of the Committee for Druze Initiative, Jihad Sa'd, a 32 year old 
bachelor and social worker, explains the background of the establishment of the 
committee, In 1972, with the growth of the current of draft resisters to the 
israeli Army, a group of young people among them organized with a group of Druze 
religious leaders and young religious Druze who had been let out of the Army for 
religious reasons, and they chose an action committee. Shayk Farhud Farhud, a 
respected Druze religious leader from the village of Rama, was chosen as chairman of 
the committee, Despite the fact that the major demand of the committee and the 
otticial reason for its establishment was the elimination of required enlistment 

for Druze and its change to voluntary service, the secretary enumerates additional 
goals which the committee adopted for itself: to stop the expropriation of Druze 
lands and those of other minorities; to stop once and for all interference by the 
State in matters of religion and nationality in the Druze community, and the attain- 
ment of equality and democracy. Sa'd admits that at least the three additional 
goals, apart from the elimination of the law of conscription, are not directly tied 
to the reasons for the establishment of the Initiative Committee. According to him, 
though, they fit his ideological views, 


in a conversation with him, Jihad Sa'd clarifies the background of the committee's 
goals. According to him, the Ministry of Religion interferes unnecessarily with 
matters of Druze religious authority, at least as far as the law of compulsory con- 
scription of Druze into the Israeli Army is concerned. The law of compulsory 
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conscription, which was accepted aiter a holy mission in 1956, establishes thai 
Druze youth who declares his religiosity must pass an examination over the cour 

3} years by the Druze spiritual authority. This is said to be the sole determinin, 
factor with respect to the degree of his religiosity. According to Jihad Sa'd, t) 
military rule has stopped relating to this as a matter of law with the support o! 
the Ministry of Religion, In this, the Initiative Committee sees unnccessary inter- 
ference in matters of Druze spiritual authority. 


One of the incidents which, according to Sa'd, teaches about the lack of concern on 
the part of the military rule in endorsing the Druze spiritual community is the 
incident involving Nerim Da'aka (22) from Shefar'am, Despite the fact that he 
presented confirmation from the Druze religious leadership for not being drafted, he 
was arrested and was forced to remove his religious garments in jail. Even an 
additional confirmation which the young man brought regarding his religiosity did 
not help, nor did appeals to the Minister of Religion, the Minister of Defense or 
the President of the country, He was finally sentenced to 2 months in prison and 
was forced to enlist. 


Another subject which stands in the background of the establishment of this 
committee, according to Sa'd, is the refusal of many young Druze to acknowledge the 
isolation of the Druze community from the Arab people as a whole, From the verspec- 
tive of defining the Druze people, they are Arabs in every way, Sa'd emphasizes, 

and the policy of che Israeli government of emphasizes, and the policy of the Israeli 
government of emphasizing the differences to separate the Druze from the Arabs as a 
whole is intended to fragment the Arab population in the country. The Initiative 
Committee is definitely opposed to the teaching of the Druze heritage and enthusias- 
tically supports the teaching of their Arab heritage. 


Sa'd tells about Hamed Munir from Shafar'am who was drafted in May 1976, deserted 
the army for 2 years, and was arrested and imprisoned for one year and a half. At 
his trial, Munir explained the reason for his refusal to serve in the Israeli Army, 
"Il am a Palestinian Arab who refuses to serve in the conquering army." A well known 
case is that of the student Kamil Kayyuf from Usfiyah who was arrested at Haifa 
University after his attempt to change the nationality on his identification card 
from Druze to Arab and wac sentenced to prison, 


As far as equal rights are concerned, Sa'd explains, the issue is connected with 
granting equal rights to all the citizens in the country, whether they have served 
in the [Israeli Army or not, 


Jihad Sa'd reveals that there are branches of the Initiative Committee in all of 

the Druze villages in Israel. He says that he has 7000 signatures of Druze who are 
calling for the abolition of the law of compulsory conscription, among them religious 
leaders, teachers, poets, philosophers and a few politicains. Sa'd himself attained 
the level of sergeant in the Army, and he was put in a military jail three times 
because of his refusal to serve in the reserves, 


Lowering the Profile 


Many youths from the Druze community who do not succeed in gaining approval from 
the heads of the community to prove their religiosity, seek various means of getting 
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out of the Army and are not choosy about those means, According to Sa'd, some of 
these youths have shot themselves in various parts of their bodies, Others have 
drunk poisonous substances, Like Salah Mullah from the village of Yarkha, who drank 
tollet cleaning substances, And other began using drugs in order to be discharged 
from the military. The most popular strategy among the draft resisters is to lower 
thelr medical profile to 21 because of psyche’ogical problems, a profile which re- 
lleves them of service in the Israeli Army, hat is what, for example, Mufid 
Quwayeis, a 22 year old from the village of Yarkha did, He ran away from the re- 
cruitment base at Tel-Hashomer as soon as he arrived there, The basis for running 
away from the Army stemmed mainly from his being the sole supporter of his family 
atter his father's daath, After being sentenced to 6 m »ths in prison, he was dis- 
charged from the army with a profile 21, Much more desperate measures were taken 
by Raidan Suliman Ramal of the village of Yarkha to bring down his profile. Ramal, 
the father of tive, refused to enlist for 3 years, and when he was finally forced 
to enlist im the IDF, he ran away several times during the period of his service, 
Ramal was arrested, and each time went to military jail for varying periods of 
time, When he saw that there was no likelihood of being discharged, he entered a 
hospital for the mentally ill on his own initiative. According to him, the 
psychiatrist tried to convince him that he could serve in the army, but when he 
refused to be “convinced,” he was discharded from the IDF with a profile 21. Raiydan 
Ramal, who is still trying to maintain his peace of mind, said to the Deputy Defense 
Minister Mordecai Tzipori, at the time of his visit to Yarkha some time ago, that 
his refusal to serve stemmed from the need to guard the lands of his village { om 
expropriation, 


Beyond the basic opposition--for one reason or another--there are many Druze who 
refuse to go through their regular service or through reserves because they are sons 
in families with many children or are fathers in families blessed with many children 
or are caught up in financial problems for various reasons. This is the situation 
of Fahad Shakur, 45 years of age, from the village of Kissra, father of seven 
children, who s put in jail for 3 days because of his refusal to serve in the 
reserves, or Salim Qayid-bey from Shefar'am, 22, son in a family of many children 
whose tather died, Salim was arrested several times for refusing to do his regular 
service and was sentenced at the beginning of 1980 for 11 months plus a year's 
prebetion. Salim is the sole supporter of his family, and up until the time of this 
writing had been a deserter from the IDF, He works in the Shefar'am region while 

a prison sentence of a year is pending and can be activated the moment he is caught, 
By the way, Salim goes home every day after work undisturbed, and there was no need 
to set up a secret meeting in order to interview hin, 


In Shefar'am, where the percentage of draft resisters is the hirhest among Druze 
villages in Israel, the Initiative Committee conducted a study on this subject. 
According to their findings, it turns out that of 130 Druze youth of draft age, 380 
have been arrested and imprisoned in military jails (63 percent). Fourteen out of 
15 youths bave gone to court at least once at the time of their service for this 
crime; 200 youths of draft age have succeeded in being discharged for various 
reasons, \pproximately 150 of them chose to be cor idered "mentally disturbed" in 
order to receive a discharge from the military ser 2. This number is greater 
than the number of youths who were recruited into tne IDF during that same period. 
All togethe-, the years of imprisonment faced by youths of Shefar'am who refused 
to serve ana who were sentenced for that amounted to more than 150 years,

In a study | conducted, it became clear that the activity of the Committee for 

Druze Initiative had been a widespread "rumor" among the Druze spiritual leaders. 
Between 1976 and 1980, the number of Druze ho were exempt from military service 

for religious reasons rose to 150, a number equal to that of © ‘se who had received 
such an exemption in the 15 years prior to this time, Alsot »yrocess of repentance 
and return to the faith, in addition Lo the increase in the nationalistic mood among 
minorities in Israel, has contributed quite a bit to the meteoric rise in the 

number of Druze draft resisters, according to an expert in Arab and Druze affairs 
who chose to remain anonymous. Another expert on the Druze subject who also 
vehemently refused to be identified anywhere in this newspaper, pointed to the Yom 
Kippur War as an essential factor in terms of the change of the Druze position with 
respect to enlistment in the IDF. He sees the source of the change not in the 
strengthening of religiosity or the spirit of pan-Arabism and nationalism as factors 
in the growing resistance to service but rather in a traditional Druze viewpoint 
which has accompanied the community for hundreds of years and which operates on the 
principle “and you shall guard your lives." This principle states that the small 
Druze community will not be able to protect itself if it tries to oppose the enemy 
forces threatening its continued existence, It is, therefore, up to the members 0! 
the community to join the "strong ones." That is what happened after the "hol 
mission which proved clearly Israel's superiority in the region and made the Druze 
ask for the legislation of compulsory conscription into the IDF. The Yom Kippur War, 
which weakened Israel's superiority in the area, pushed some of the Druze--with the 
support of the religious leaders--to "join" the Arab nations by refusing to belong 
to the Israeli Army. A similar incident took place before the establishment of the 
State when a Druze regiment sustained a serious defeat under the leadership of the 
head of the Arab bands, Qawaqji, near Shefar'am and Ramat Yohanan. In the wake of 
that defeat, the Druze war council decided to seek a bridge to join the developing 
Jewish State which would become a force to reckon with in the Middle East. 


The participation of Druze units in the Israeli Army began with the establishment of 
a voluntary Druze unit of about 100 soldiers, Its base was in Stella Maris in Haifa. 
In 1953, when Druze conscription to the IDF was still voluntary, Mohammed Mullah 

from the village of Yarkha in the Western Galillee, enlisted and attained the level 
of captain. Mullah was among those who established an elite patrol in the IDF which 
consisted of soldiers from the Druze community about 2 years after the Six-Day War 
with the encouragement of the Chief of Staff at that time, Haim Bar-Lev. Today, 

as head of the local council in the village of Yarkha, Mohammed Mullah sees the 
establishment of a patrol made up of Druze volunteers from those required to enlist 
as one of the possible answers for the Committee for Druze Initiative. 


A Question of Attention 


At his home in the village of Yarkha, across from photographs depicting his military 
past, Mohammed Mullah cricicizes the Committee for Druze Initiative and Druze 

draft resisters with great acerbity. "If a survey were conducted in the Druze 
sector,’ he says, "I am convinced that 85 percent of the community would vote for 
compulsory conscription, 10 percent would express no opinion, and only 5 percent 
would be opposed. And if those people were given important positions which fit what 





they want, they would caange their minds on the subject of compulsory conscription 
ind would stop opposing it, The majority of those opposed to conscription do so 
because of their personal and private interests and for no other reason," he says, 


in the village of Yarkha, there was a period, before Mohammed Mullah became head of 
the council, when there were between 80 and 100 deserters from the IDF and draft 
resisters in the village. Some explained their resistance to enlistment as 
motivated truly by religious reasons, and then there were those, especially young 
ones, who saw in this favoritism to those receiving discharges rather than only 
reasons of religion. That is where the great increase in draft resisters came from, 
Mullah believes, Added to that was the severe criticism leveled by the Druze shayks 
at Druze army officers which helped weaken the position of the soldiers. Mullah, 
with the help of the police, bss begun to organize information campaigns among the 
young generation in his villaye, and, at present, according to him, the number of 
deserters ts no more than five, 


As tor the problems of the Druze community, such as the lack of development of the 
Druze villages, Mohammed Mullah argues that this is not the fault of the Jewish 
establishment but, rather, that of the Druze community which did not know how to 
prepare the land and the foundation for the development oi the village and its 
industrialization, He brings Yarkha as a reverse example and states clearly: "If 
we do not worry about our develc, ment, no one else will. If the villages have not 
been properly developed, it is the council heads of the last 30 years who are to 
blame.'' Mohammed Mullah also refutes the issue of expropriation of lands, at least 
as far as the village of Yarkha is concerned, According to him, an arrangement 

was pade with Israel's real estate administration, and, apart from 38 dunum which 
were confiscated, all the landowners received compensation for their lands. "I am 
convinced," says Mullah decisively, “that if the members of che Initiative Committee 
were to give it their full attention, sit dowa in round table fashion and bring up 
their problems with a willingness to accept solutions proposed to them, the situa- 
tion would be different and far better than going and influencing our youth in a 
negative direction." 


Conspiracy of Silence 
"To my mind, avoidance of military service is cowardice. Any Druze youth who is 
willing to change his religion in order to avoid compulsory service is no better 
than a weakling," Mohammed Muilah emphasizes, And he continues. "For 21 years, I 
served in the Army and never thought of changing my name or my religion to become 
2 Moslem. 1 define myself as a Druze-Arab-Israeli and am proud of this identity. 
And in the Army, too, I was honored as a Druze and an Arab." 


The Secretary of the Initiative Committee dismissec a substitute for military service 
such aS national service. Mohammed Mullah, for different reasons, also rejects 

this solution and says decisively, “the Army is a torm of national service which 
every citizen must render, including Moslems and Christians. In my opinion, any 
citizen of the State of Israel who receives services and rights must pay his obliga- 
tions.'' The solution, according to him, for a truly religious person, is service

AMAL MOVEMENT OFFICIALS ELECTED 
Beirut AL-SAFIR in Arabic 24 Mar 81 pp l, 8 


(Article: "Nabih Barri Re-elected Chairman of Amal Command Council; 30 Members, 
Including Mufti Qablan, Elected") 


{Text} The third general congress of Amal Movement has re-elected Lawyer Nabih 
Barri unanimously and unopposed as chairman of the movement's Command © cil for 
a period of 2 years. 


The congress has also elected 30 members forming the Command Council. The most 
prominent among those elected are al-Ja'fari [Shi'ite] Mufti Shaykh ‘Abd-al-Amir 
Qablan and six other members, including Dr Jamal Mansur and Mustafa al-Hajj, the 
former general commissioner. 


[he movement's general congress concluded its meetings at 0700 yesterday after an 
uninterrupted session which lasted nearly 24 hours and which was attended by 300 
delegates representing all the provinces and sectors. 


As a result of the elections, it is noticed that the number of the Command Counci! 
members has been increased from 24 to 30 members, including 22 members from the 
former council. The general congress has also re-nominated Imam Musa al-Sadr, the 
chairman of the Supreme Shi'ite Council, as general commander of the movement and 
Dr Mustafa Shamrai, a member of the Higher Defense Council of the Islamic Republic 
of Iran, Shaykh Muhammad Ya'qub and colleague ‘Abbas Badr-al-Din as members of the 
Command Council. 


Yhe congress has also nominated Shaykh Muhammad Mahdi Shams-al-Din, the deputy 
chairman of the Supreme Shi'ite Council, and Mrs Rabah al-Sadr, the sister of 

imam al-Sadr, as two members of the Regulatory Committee [al-lajnah al-taqririyah] 
whose quorum will be completed during the first session to be held tomorrow by 

the Command Council. 


It is to be noted that the new Command Council will elect the members forming the 
Political Bureav, the Presidential Bureau and the Regulatory and Executive Commit- 
tees, the officials in charge of the bureaus, the two vice chairmen, the movement's 
official spokesman and military cfficial. 


[Intormed sources in Amal Movement have said that the elections and the congress 
sessions have been characterized by a democratic atmosphere. A number of the 
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congress members ran for the Command Council membership, including some membera of 
the Political Bureau who had run in the April 1980 elections. Only two of them 
have succeeded, namely Dr Jamal Mansur and Mustafa al-Haj}j. 


The sources have added that the atmosphere was also characterized by a sense of 
responsibility on the part of the conferees in view of the serious nature of the 
phase being undergone by the country. The congress was also an opportunity for 
the members to express their views on their various spheres of action. 





The sources further added: "Constructive, and at times harsh, criticism dominated 
the general atmosphere of discussions out of the destre for a better future for 
the movement and for Lebanon." 


The sources also pointed out that the congress was characterized by interruptions 
in reply to the report submitted by the Command Council chairman, whether in re- 
gard to approval of continuation of the role which the movement plays in taking 
part in protecting and safeguarding Lebanon's unity and independence, in dealing 
positively and responsibly with the Palestinian revolution or in interacting pro- 
ductively and beneficially with the Islamic revolution in Iran, led by Imam Kho- 
meyni, in the interest of the Arabe and the Muslims. 


The conferees emphasized, according to the movement sou.ces, the need to exert 
better efforts in following up the issue of the south and the issue of the disap- 
pearance of Imam al-Sadr. 


New Committees 


As for the work of the committees introduced by the general congress after amend- 
ing the movement's bylaws, considering that the congress is the highest regulatory 
body, the movement sources have said that the new Command Council will convene 
tomorrow to elect the members who will form the Pol tical Bureau, the Presidential! 
Bureau and the Regulatory and Executive Committees. Moreover, the council will 
elect its two vice chairmen, the official spokesman, the military official and 
supervisors of the central bureaus of the movement. 


Regarding the Regulatory Committee, its role will be confined to making the deci- 
sion under norsal cifcumstances. In case any problem arises, the Command Council 
will continue to be the sole authority to resolve such problems on behalf of the 
general congress. 


As tor the Executive Committee, its task will be confined to implementing the deci- 
sions made by the Comm od Council and to control implementation in all of the 
areas and provinces u.der the control of the movement. 


fhe role of the Presidential Bureau, which will consist of the chairman, the two 
vice chairmen and the bureau director, will be confined to following up the daily 
activity in the various spheres. 


Regarding the Political Bureau, which is most likely to be comprised of nine men- 
bers of the Command Council, its role will be confined to preparing the studies 
requested of it and it will have no regulatory or executive power. 








Barri'a Statement 


Commenting on the outcome of the congress activities, Nabih Barri, che chairman o 
the Command Council, said: "The third congress of Amal Movement convened on the 
morning of Sunday, 22 March, and its proceedings continued uninterrupted untill th: 
morning of Monday. During che session, the congress discussed the activities of 
the outgoing Command Council, reviewed the international, Arab and Lebanese situa- 
tion and devoted a lar,e part of its discussions to the situation in the south and 
to the flagrant and evident position taken by Sa'd Haddad, supported by Israel, 
against the restoration of legitimacy to the south. Israel has thus violated the 
truce agreement by entrenching its occupation of a part of the Lebanese territories 
directly or through its agent Sa'd Haddad," 


Barri added: “This time, Israel's constant defiance of the UN Security Council 
and of the international community has been completely unmasked and it has become 
the only obstacle in the face of implementing resolution 425." 


Barri further added: "The congress also pondered at length the usefulness of the 
UN Security Council from now on as long as it has not been able to adopt a defi- 
nite stance vis-a-vis Israel, even though this time the UN soldiers themselves 
have been martyred, in addition to the innocent southerners, as usual." 


Barri asked the Command Council to exert efforts for the safe return of Imam al- 
Sadr and his two companions to the arena of their struggle. 


In conclusion, Barri said: "On the other hand, the congress studied the plan to 
reorganize the Command Council's agencies in a manner whereby an executive author- 
ity, a regulatory authority, a political bureau and a presidential bureau are es- 
tablished. The previous council itself hel submitted th.; plan. After approval 
of the plan, an expanded new Command Council including 30 members and with an of- 
tice term of 2 years was elected. However, the general congress will be held 
annually to discuss the activities and the developments.

(‘Text] The Parliamentary Finance and Budget Committee approved in a session it 
held yesterday at Mansur Palace the draft budget of the Ministry of Information 
atter introducing some amendments into it, thus bringing the final figure to near- 
ly 39 nillion [Lebanese pounds]. 


fhe session was chaired by Deputy Mikhayil al-Dahir and was attended by deput’es 
Hamid Dakrub, Fu'ad Naffa', Michel Ma'luli, Shafiq Badr, Louis Abu Sharaf, ‘Ali 
al-'Abdallah, Albert Mukhaybir, Tawfiq ‘Assaf and Munif al-Khatib. It was also 
attended by Minister of Information Michel Iddih and Minister of Finance ‘Ali al- 
Khalil. Ramiz Sallum and ‘Adnan Dahir attended the session on behalf of the 
Budget Bureau. 


The sessior was also attended by Radwan Mawlawi, the acting general director of 
the Ministry of Information, and by Kazim al-Hajj ‘Ali, the director of the broad- 
casting station. The Press Union was represented in the session by Yusuf Khattar 
al-Hilu and the Editors Union by Nadim al-Hashim and George al-Ha}j}. 


Al-Dahir Statement 


In a statement after the session, Deputy al-Dahir said: "Discussion was held on 
strengthening the role of information in Lebanon and on the need to cover all 
provinces of Lebanon because it has become evident that 50 percent of these 
provinces are not reached by either the Lebanese radio or television. The citi- 
zens of these areas have grown up with foreign television and radio stations, 
especially stations hostile to Lebanon. Moreover, the Lebanese information is 
incapable of reaching our expatriates and the international circles abroad." 


\l-Dahir added: "The minister of information has explained the difficulties 
faced by the minist. . especially ir regard to competing with the private sector 
ia the spheres of technology and manpower. The minister has promised the commit- 
tee members to strengthen the role of information through strengthening the 
igencies operating within the ministry and through a plan to build a broadcast- 
ing center with a strength of 1,000 kilowatts which will rise to 2,000 kilowatts

Text The of ficia's in charge of drafting the 1' 91-1985 pian, considered in 
ite final stage of completion, have announced the rough outlines of an indus- 
trialigation strateay, as follows: 


1. Priority will be given to emall and medium-sized enterprises, considered 

to be less capitalistic ond offering possibilities for the creation of more jobs 
and easier to Jecentralizge. Therefore, the target will be to define the type 

of activities in which economic technological constraints are not determining 
factors, and to encourage in these areas the opening of email industrial units. 


2. Regional deconcentration of enterprises by the creation of industrial micro- 
zones outside the major already established industrial development centers, such 
as to attract the small and mediur enterprises through the organization of basic 
inf rastructures. 


'. Development of exports of industrial commodities, 


4. Substitution of private local or foreign investments for public investments 
in a substartial number of sectors. 


5. Giving priority to the production of basic consumer goods in demand by the 
population, compared with goods duplicating consumer goods produced by indus- 
trialized countries, which are of interest to 4 minority. 


6. Manufacturing of semifinished products and of tools instead of importing 
? hem, 


?. Encouraging the creation of the highest possible number of jobs by giving 
privileges to industries utilizing more manpower. 


The various industrial activities will be classified into five groups whose indi- 
vidual orientations will be determined and specific strategy elaborated. The 
initial guidelines have already been formulated for the different groups, as 
tollows: 
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Group |: Basic activities: In this group, whose industries are highly capital- 
istic and which create few jobs, the maximum development of domestic raw mater- 
ials, agricultural, mining and energy, will be emphasized but with diminished 
state pa.ticipation (hence a slowdown in the implementation of major projects), 
and increased participation by the private sector toward which the state will 
formulate a clear contractual policy. 


Group 2: intermediary activities: Encouraging on a priority basis average capi- 
tal enterprises, major creators of jobs and producers of goods to replace imports 
and even for export. 


Therefore, measures will have to be formulated to attract private foreign capital 
and regulations will have to be drawn up governing international agreements. 


Group ‘4: Equipment other than transportation: This area is considered privi- 
leged as well. However, before undertaking the development of this sector, which 
requires a high technological standard, skilled manpower and a big market, 
measures will have to be formulated for the creation of the best possible condi- 
tions. 


Group 4: Transport equipment: In this area operating on a vast economic scale, 
the production process must be consistent with the stipulations of agreements 
concluded with multinational companies. 


Group 5: Final consumption activities: So far, this is the group which has 
attracted the highest amount of private Moroccan capital. Considered interesting 
because of its low level of required capitalization, great capacity for the open- 
ing of jobs for unskilled workers and its easy decentralization, this sector 

must be directed toward exports, the local market having reached saturation 
level. 


Such are the indications which can be provided currently on the future plan, 
acquired from most reliable sources. (CFCIM Review).

GOLC EMPHASIZES LRON, STEEL PRODUCTION 
Doha DIARUNA WAL-ALAM in Arabic Apr 81 pp 8-9 


lArticle ” Salih Zaytun: “Basic Features of Lron and Steel Growth Strategy in 
the Gulf" 


(Text) In a series of excellent forums, aimed at achieving industrial cooperation 
and cooperation among the Arab Gulf estates, the Gulf Organization for Industrial 
Cooperation held one on growth strategy for the iron and steel industry in the 
Culf states, It was held on 17 and 18 March at the Gulf Hotel in Doha, 


Holding such a forum was important within the context of accompanying Gulf concern 
for the iron and steel industry which has become the industrial foundation for 
some Gulf states, and which reflects on the growth of other industrial sectors. 
The organization has made a study concerning this industry's growth during the 
80's, and the initial feasibility of establishing joint projects, during which 
indicators could be found that might be taken as a sound basis to define the 
common, strategic outlines of the iron and steel industry in the Gulf. 


According to Dr ‘Ali al-Khalaf, secretary general of the organization, this forum 
was distinguished from its predecessors by the abundance of production and consumer 
specialization in the region's states, and the importance of iron and steel 
products as basic inputs for other industries and economic sectors. 


Because the iron and steel industry's products are basically aimed at domestic 

and regional consumption, the production strategy thereby has concentrated on the 
size and shape of local and regional markete of the Arab Gulf states, on achieving 
the biggest share in satisfying local and regional requirements, and on creating 
industrial cooperation and coordination, which will ensure efficiency and effec- 
tiveness. 


It is worth noting that the iron and steel industry in the Gulf region began in 
the middle 60's, but the size of its existing and planned capacity does not 
exceed ¥ percent of the expected demand for iron and steel products in the 
region by 1995. This is estimated at about 16.4 million tons.

Ae for why the organization embraced holding this forum, Dr ‘Ali al-Khalaf 
replied that it stemmed from the interest which the member states have for 
expanding the iron and steel industry, for fulfilling the capabilities of the 
regional market, in order to accomodate this expansion and development in this 
industry, and for the importance of industrial cooperation and coordination in 
achieving that. In addition, the forum, during the debate and exchange of ideas, 
offers the chance to complete the important sections regarding this strategy, in 
a scientific and factual manner. 


In any event, after 2 years of debate and discussions among representatives of 

the member etates in the Gulf Organization for Industrial Curperation, and iron 
and steel industry experts, 4 group of recommendations was achieved in the areas 

of production, investment opportunities, services, raw materials, energy, technical 
cooperation, commercial cooperation, administration and organization, and in the 
field of research and development, 


A growth strategy for the aluminum industry in the Gulf states was adopted, 
establishing several projects as a basis for joing industrial cooperation, For 
example: 


An integrated project for the production of discs, with a production capacity of 
2 million tons a year, Project implementation will begin as soon as possible, 


An integrated project to produce reinforcement rods, with a 500,000 ton annual 
capacity. Operation will begin in 1990, 


An integrated project to produce wire and boltc, wich a production capacity of 
500,000 tons anrually. Operation will begin in 1490. 


An integrated project to produce medium sections, with a capacity of 750,000 tons 
per year, Operation will begin in 1990, 


This is in addition to implementing projects under study, whose feasibility has 
been proven, supporting existing projects, or those in a stage of implementation, 
and concentrating on regional cooperation in the field of industries that nourish 
the iron and steel industry, as well as industries associated with it that use 
its products. 


The forum also recommended the need to complete the geological surveys to learn 
the size and quality cf the raw material reserve necessary for this industry, to 
prepare it tor use on economic bases, and to coordinate the pricing of electrical 
and gas units. 


un the technical side, the forum recommended making detailed studies of alterna- 
tive technical methods for the production of iron and steel, exchanging technical 
information and the results of technological experiments, coordinating in the 
field of iron and steel factory maintenance, studying the establishment of a 
joint company for engineering and design, and exchanging periodic meetings. 
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in confirmation of the importance of commercial cooperation among the region's 
states, the forum emphasized the need to facilitate freedom of movement for tro: 
and steel products, achieve regional customs protection for them, and to have 
Arab coordination in importing thie industry's requirements and products, which 
might be obtained under possibly more preferential conditions. 


Among the administrative recommendations, there was emphasis on cooperation in 
developing and training the national work forces, concluding 4 joint training 
program, concern for developing the necessary administrative and technical cadres, 
and support for the existing centers, 


Based on the forum's recommendations, work will be done on developing and unifying 
more theoretical studies, applicable to thie industry, in cooperation with 
specialized organizations in thie field, as well ae universities and research 
institutes, and to create and support the existing research centers, The Gulf 
Organization was assigned the task of forming an advisory technical committee, 
from the Arab Federation of Lron and Steel, and the organizations and companies 
active in thie field, for the region, The organization's secretariat general was 
to follow up these recommendations, and to facilitate the means of cooperation and 
coordination, which must be done to ensure the growth and development of this 
industry.

(text) Giving a simple picture of agricultural reality in che Gulf estates, and 
the stages that that had passed through, confirms the importance that the region's 
states give to this vital question, 


individual experiments for each of the Gulf states have yielded positive and 
excellent results, and have proved the feasibility of expanding the agricultural 
area, and its suitability for growth, in the event the necessary material and 
technical resources are supplied, which would consequently allow the fulfillment 
of most food requirements for the region's peoples. 


in Qatar, the government has attached a high priority to the importance of the 
agricultural question, and has supported it with all technological means and 
elements of modern science, In this field, scientific studies have proved that 
land suitable for cultivation in Qatar totals 28,000 hectares. Despite the fact 
that cultivated areas currently do not exceed 7,000 hectares, the government is 
attempting to profit from the arable land. Qatar has made 4 comprehensive study 
about protective cultivation through screening, and another study concerning using 
a computer to develop a date bank of water and agricultural resources, It has 
also been interested in productive cultivation, and has established an experimental 
farm in south-western Qatar, to conduct experiments required for fodder and crops. 
It has also begun tests on two government farms in the north, to determine appro- 
priate types and timing for the cultivetion of wheat and fodder. 


In the United Arab Emirates, in 1975, arable land amounted to about 14,000 dunums. 
Moreover, agricultural production has been increased, amounting to 95 million 
tons in 1977, 


In Bahrain, the Bureau of Agriculture hes begun to make tangible efforts to offer 
services, in order to develop the agricultural sector, within the framework of 
an integrated agricultural plan, to achieve great progress in the agricultural 
sphere. 


In Kuwait, arable land totals 18,000 dunums, of which some 10,000 dunums have in 
fact been planted with vegetables. Fruit trees are cultivated on some 1034 dunums. 





In Saudi Arabia, agricultural growth is considered one of the main goale in & 
government's policy aimed at exploiting agricultural potential, in order to 

lessen dependence on importing agricultural and lives.ock products, The tor. . 
cost of the agricultural sector, with reapect to the third S-year deve lopment 
plan projects, is about 7,974,000,000 Saudi riyals., Production of wheat in the 
kingdom totale 250,000 tone annually, vegetables 300,000 tons, fodder 250,000 
tone, and meat 75,000 tone. Perhaps the most important growth project is the Wadi 
al-Duwaei project, aimed at achieving grain self-sufficieney for the kingdom, 


The Sultanate of Oman h.. an abundance of arable land, along with abundant water, 
in addition to favorable climatic factors, As 4 result of state support, sodern 
fielde have been developed, from 350 to 1450 fields located in various parts of 
the Sultanate. Cultivated land totale some 7,000 hectares, 


Iraq hae an estimated 48,000,000 dunume of arable land, half of which te in fact 
cultivated, Iraq aleo hae vast water resources, supplied by the Tigris and 
Euphrates riveree, in addition to subterranean water and rainfall. 


There are irrigation projects, including land reclamation, estimated at about 
173,000 hectares. This mkes obviow the extent of the efforte being expended

Undoubtedly, with cooperation and coordination among the Gulf states, these 
various experiments will «succeed, and achieve a fundamental buttress, within the 
context of the desired Gulf integration.

WAR RISK LNSURANCE RATES DROP--the Arab War Rieke Sundicate, set up this year, 
has breaght down the cost of war risks’ ineurance by 25 percent for Gulf clients, 
according to Waset Jabseheh, general manager of the Abu Dhabi National Insurance 
Company (Adnic), which te 4 syndicate member, Some two-thirds of all the Gulf 
imeurance of thie kine would now be channelled through the syndicate, Jabsheh 
eaid last week, Its gross premium income for this year was expected to amount to 
more than $10m, The syndicate, an association of 27 Gulf insurance companies, 

is now handling, on the war risks side, all the Gulf-owned general cargo and 
-onker business as well as the region's offshore ofl installations. About two- 
chirde of this business was being reinesured through Lloyd's, however, Adnic is 
one of the largest insurance companies in the Gulf region. At the annual meeting 
held in Abu Dhabi last week, Jabsheh announced that total gross premiums were 
more than $67m in 1980, an increase of 30 percent over the previous year's figures, 
Net profits recorded by the company, which is in only its fifth year of operation, 
were nearly Sl4m, a jump of 62 percent. WNearly half the business was in the 
marine field, However, Jabsheh told shareholders that the results should not be 
allowed to obscure the fact that the insurance business in the Gulf region was 
going through a difficult period. ‘Insurance rates in 1980 continued to cause 
anxiety, particularly in the property and mrine fields. Rates should return to 
what they were five years ago--30 percent higher than they are today,' he 
declared, Adnic is 25 percent owned by the emirate of Abu Dhabi, and handles 
most of goverment contractors’ insurance.

PLPELLNE PROPOSED TO BYPASS HORMUZ--Oman has once again proposed a pipeline from 
Saudi Arabia through the territory of the Sultanate to bypass the Straits of 
Hormuz, with the suggestion that Japan take some responsibility for its construc- 
tion, according to reports from Tokyo last week, The reports quoted Japanese 
Foreign Ministry officials as saying that Yousuf Alawi, Oman's Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs, had made the proposal during talks with Japanese Foreign Minister 
Masayoshi Ito, The officials said Mr Alawi had not unveiled detailed plans for 
the proposed pipeline, which he said would be able to transport up to 40 percent 
of the oil now passing through the Straits, The officials added that Japan was 
interested in the project but that it was unclear whether Oman had approached 
other industrial countries or which of Saudi Arabis's oilfields would be linked 
to the proposed pipeline. The idea of a pipeline through Oman is not new. And 
although Saudi Arabia is clearly eager to bypass the Straits when shipping its 
oil--as is shown by the construction of the East West pipeline across the Arabian 
peninsula to Yanbu on the Red Sea--previous experience with international pipe- 
lines is likely to make the Saudis cautious when approaching the idea of a pipe-

RECENT legal developments in the UAE 
have followed the trend towards increased 
rationalisation, and have kept pace with the 
emirates rapid economic development. 
The federation is now almosi ten years old: 
the recent legislation is evidence of the 
growing sophistication now being 
displayed Significant changes have been 
seen in areas like: contracting, banking, 
interest) payments, agencies, tenders, 
industrial establishments, industrial rela- 
tions. local participation, and trademarks. 


Categorisation of contractors 


Abu Dhabi recently issued a decree (Law 
4. 19RO) setting prime contractors’ 
qualifications, applicable to public sector 
projects The regulations contained in the 
decree are now in force: there are six 
categories, which are based on the 
company s capital and asscts, its technical 
staff and previous contracting experience. 

At the top of the scale is the ‘special 
category for contractors + ving capital and 
assets of at least UAL Dirhams 20m 
($5.5m), specialised accounting, 
engineering and other technical staff. and 
experience on at least three projects cach 
with a minimum value of $22m. These 
contractors may specialise in projects of 
more than $14m 

Ai the bottom of the scale, the sixth 
category permits contractors to participate 
in projects up to $0.6m where they have 
capital and assets of at least $125,000 and 
full-tome specialised staff 
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Whilst @ categorisation can be altered, 
care should be taken since a change cannot 
be made for a period of one year after its 
publication in the official Gazette Only 
contractors which have registered can 
participate in works and transport contracts 
in Abu Dhabi. At present, there are no 
other regulations in the remaining emirates 
but discussions are being held regarding 
federal rules. 


Banking 

The UAE's Law 10, 1980, abolished the 
old Currency Board and set up the new 
Central Bank. The law dealt with the bank's 
formation and regulates commercial banks 
operating in the emirates A body wishing 
to engage in ‘commercial banking should 
be # general joint stock company with 
limited liability and minimum capital of 
$14m Nationals should hold at least 70 per 
cent of the shares, and »t least 45 per cent of 
the shares must be offered for general 
subscription with each share having a value 
of UAE Dirhams 100 ($27) 

Expenses for any issue of shares mus. be 
limited to one per cent of the issue value 
Two thirds of the members of the bank, and 
the chairman, should be nationals 
However, from the provisions of the 
banking law, it does seem that branches of 
foreign companies operating in the UAE 
are exempt from these regulations — other 
than having to provide evidence that it has 
the stated funds of $14m sei aside for its 
operations in the emirates 

















Interest payments 

A number of recent court cases have 
dealt with the legality of charging interest 
on transactions within the emirates Several 
banks have found out — to then cost — (at 
the courts have taken the view that it is not 
permissible. In one case, @ debtor 
attempted to claum that, as the contract 
contained an interest provision, the whole 
contrac) was void. The courts refused to 
accept this argument and ruled that only the 
interest provision was vod 

In several cases the courts have argued 
that, as the law setting up the federation 
states that Islam is a ‘major source of law, 
all claims for interest must be void since 
usury i prohibited under Islamic 
junsprudence Alternatively, the courts 
have ordered banks to repay interest which 
they had previously received from debtors 
In one instance. the court suggested the 
bank should have invested in the debtor's 
business and taken a share of the profits 
rather than claim interest 

The Central Bank announced last My 
that only the commercial courts. not 
Sharia courts, are to try banking cases 
remains to be seen whether this will affect 
these recent developments and whether 
future agreements entered into by foreign 
investors will specify different choice of law 
and jurisdiction clauses to try to circumvent 
this problem. As in other Middle Eastern 
countries, concepts other than interest may 
have to be referred to in contracts to avoid 
this potential problem 


Agencies 

At present only Abu Dharm has an 
Agency aw (Law 11. 1973, as amended by 
Law 9. 1978). which provides that only a 
UAE nations! (or a nationally-owned 
company) can act as an agent. Discussions 
have recently been held at a federal level 
regarding a federal agency law. and the 
draft ts now being reviewed by Sheikh 
Hamdan al Maktoum. the finance and 
industry minister 

It appears that it has been agreed that 
only UAE nationals, and companies wholly 
owned by UAE nationals, should be 
allowed to be agents. Agreement has noi 
been reached as yet as to whether a 
principal should have only one agent for the 
whole of the federation, but it appears that 
the present system of one agent for cach 
trading zone will be continued. All trading 
agencies will be required to register 
centrally. 
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The draft law also states that all casting 
trade agencies are to be re-regisiered within 
ihree months of the passing of the law 
Foreign principals should therefore be 
taking steps to ensure that their agent or 
agents in the UAE will esther be a national 
of a company owned by nationals 

In Many cases this will involve 
lerminating existing arrangements The 
draft law also contains srict provisions 
regarding the termination of agency 
agreements a principal will not be able to 
appoint a replacement until the existing 
agency has been cancelled by mutual 
consent 


Tenders 

Once again, Abu Dhabi 6 the only 
emirate to have tender regulations. By 
Regulation |}, 1980, various rules were 

sed in relation to public tenders in Abu 
Dhabi: a company tendering must have an 
agent who is either a UAE national or a 
company in which nationals hold not less 
than 51 per cent of the capital 

There is also a limit to the commission 4 
local agent can claim for his activities on 
tenders where ‘an overseas company is 
awarded an Abu Dhabi government tender 
— althou, > this does not affect fees relating 
to his duties as a sponsor. The fees range 
from two per cent of the tender value 
(where it is not more than $2 7m) to one per 
cent of the tender value where the contract 
exceeds $14m 

The regulations also allow for companies 
with at least 51 per cent national 
participation to be advanced up to 25 per 
cent of the awarded construction contract 
value within one month of the date of 
contracting, providec @ guarantee is given 
by the contractor. While this is 
advantageous to a national contractor, 4 
foreign company could benefit if it createda 
ixcal company wholly owned by a local — 
but then entered into a management 
agreement which. in effect. transferred 
control of the local company

By Federal Law 1, 1979. regulations

AOSARLO DELEGATION IN LONDON ACCUSES ALGERIA OF CRIMES

(Text) Pursuing ite activities in Lond), the Association of Natives of Saguia El 
Hamra and Rio de Oro (AOBARIO) headed vy ite secretary general, Ahmed Rachid, met 
Tuesday morning at the House of Commo .« with British deputies for whom the delegation 
sketched the picture of the situation prevailing in the northwestern part of Africa. 


The AOSARIO delegation also met with representatives of the national and inter- 
national press assigned to London. 


In the afternoon, the delegation visited the headquarters of Amnesty International 
to present its secretary general with the following statement: 


"In the course of recent years, hundreds of members of our families have been confined 
in concentration camps established in Algerian territory. These arrests were arbi- 
trarily ordered by the regime in Algiers which is standing behind the mercenaries 
employed, in order to give a semblance of legitimacy to their criminal actions. 


“These prisoners were charged with being Moroccan agents, and during their detention, 
the victims had been held on Algerian territory and guarded by the Algerian army, 
which has subjected them to forced labor to the benefit of Algerian military forti- 
fications. 


“Dozens of them have been eliminated, pure and simple, on the orders of the Algerian 
military security system which has taken shape among the mercenaries, while mean- 
while hundreds of others continue to be subject to deliberate cruelty and mistreat- 
ment in various forms. 


"Children between 6 and 14 years of age have been torn away from their families and 
sent by the military to the camps of the Islamic region in Libya, where they «re 
aubjected to systematic indoctrination in a terrorist situation and atmosphere. 


“In this connection, a Dutch delegation undertook an informative missi-a, f& its 
part, an information visit to the site, where it established the real situation, 
that is to say the full responsibility of the Algerian government leaders in this 
situation which has long been an abuse of the confidence and good faith of inter- 


national public opinion. 
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"In thie connection, AOSARIO, speaking on behalf of the true natives of the Sahara, 
formerly under Spanish domination, aske Amnesty International to intervene and 
assume ite res, onsibility, submitting the results in ite possession on the subject 


of thie painful record to the Human Rights Commission,” 


The AOSARLO delegation aleo submitted to the International Organization on the Rights 
of Man the evidence appended to the dossier being investigated by Amnesty Inter= 
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
